The Judgment at Vienna 


Rumania has lost territory for the third 
‘time in less than two months; and this 
latest loss is heavier than the other two 
combined. The conference summoned by 
the Axis Powers on Thursday at Vienna 
decreed that Hungary must receive 
virtually all of the land which she had 
demanded from the Rumanians. The 
decision was reported to Bucharest, where 
King Carol immediately summoned a 
Crown Council to choose between its 
acceptance or rejection. In all the circum- 
stances, there could be only one answer: 
the Rumanians have accepted, and 
approximately two-thirds of Transylvania 
goes to Hungary without a struggle. It 
is a bitter blow to Rumania, whose people, 
if the reports speak truly, resent bitterly 
their country’s reduction from the largest 
Balkan State to one of the smallest—and 
resent it more bitterly because the 
surrender is made without the firing of a 
shot. Once again a small nation has 
become a pawn in the game played between 
Great Powers. War between Hungary and 
Rumania might have suited Soviet Russia’s 
book: it would not have accorded with the 
interests of Germany and Italy, who have 
brought all their weight to bear in favour 
of peace. According to an official 
communiqué from Bucharest, the German 


‘and Italian Notes “ had the character of 


an ultimatum,” and a rumour—also from 
Bucharest—says, whether truly or falsely, 
that Herr von Ribbentrop offered M. 
Manoilescu, the Rumanian Foreign Minis- 
ter, a choice between acceptance of the 
Axis Powers’ decision and the certainty of 
an invasion by Russia and Hungary—the 
latter of whom would be assisted by 
G nan arms. On the whole, the honours 
of this diplomatic .victory go to Count 
Ciano rather than to Herr von Ribben- 
trop; for the trend of German policy has 
been rather to weaken than to strengthen 
Hungary, while the direct opposite has 
been the ambition of Signor Mussolini’s 
Government, Germany, however, seems 
to have come into line with her partner, 
and to have played the leading part at the 
Vienna Conference; but she has not per- 
mitted the aggrandisement of the Hun- 
garian State without insistence upon 
strong guarantees for her own influence. 
In return for the concession of Transyl- 
vania, she has exacted the promise of « 
privileged position for Hungarian citizens 
of Germanic race, Their own language 
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rmania’é ea It to, 
they will find themselves face to face,-along 
@ considerable stretch of those borders, 
with M. Stalin’s legionaries. Further- 
more, for the first time in history, a 
German dream will ‘have been realised, 
inasmuch as soldiers of the Third Reich 
will have reached the Black Sea. The 
Soviet Union is on technically friendly. 
terms with Herr Hitler, but, with the best 
will in the world, it hardly can view with 
equanimity his order to keep its hands 
off Rumania. The choice, indeed, must 
have been a difficult one for the Fihrer, 
who cannot have been too eager to annoy 
the new-found friend who already has 
doné him so signal a service in the east. 
The Axis Powers have taken a chance. If 
Russia bows to their decision, they have 
gained a diplomatic victory of the first 
importance; for Rumania herself, however 
resentful, is in no position to challenge 
the associated might of Germany, Italy 
and Hungary. If Russia, on the other 
hand, proves recalcitrant, the Axis Powers 
may discover that they have “ pacified” 
South-Eastern Europe at a heavy. cost. 
The enmity of the Soviet Union could be 
at least as formidable as its friendship is 
useful.

Vitamins and Caloties 


There was a time when the amateur 
gardener grew only vegetables for which 
he had a particular fancy, and the diner 
chose only vegetables that were appropriate 
to the rest of his meal or gave his palate 
a special pleasure. Green peas went with 
duck, cabbage went with bacon, carrots 
went with boiled beef, onions went: with 
steak, asparagus tips went with high 
salaries, and spinach with Shirley Temple 
pictures. In the last war, when food was 
short owing to the. submarine campaign, 
the Ministry of Information tried to 
persuade people to eat the vegetables that 
would do them the greatest good, rather 
than the vegeiables which people thought 
to taste best. There was a propagandist 
motion picture which showed Canadian 
lumber-jacks demonstrating their extra- 
ordinary strength in felling timber, haul- 
ing it and shipping it. One waited 
expectantly for the moral, which turned 
out to be that these men got their energy 
from beans. The film’s final sequence 
showed them obtaining far more enjoyment 
from their cans of beans than any party of 
diners ever obtained from an eight-course 
dinner at Frascati’s or the Ritz. Once 
again the vitamin and the calorie have 
come into their own. The war-time book 
on gardening does not end with instruc- 
tions on digging, manuring, sewing and 
general cultivation. It includes a chapter 
on the food value of vegetables, and has a 
chart showing the content of the various 
types. It is rather depressing to find from 
this chart that most. vegetables consist 
largely of water, the cucumber to the 
extent of 97 per cent. One has to absorb 
a great deal of water to obtain the benefit 
of their carbohydrates, salts and. fibres. 
Apart from an infinitesimal portion con- 
tained in parsley, parsnips and peas, the 
only vegetables with a fat content are soya 
beans and Spanish onions. The potato, 
which is as near as need be to a national 
vegetable, is no mean product; for its 
water content is as low as 77 per cent., 
and it contains vitamin A, and is a good 
source of vitamin C. In this country, 
however, we miss the best of the potato. 
If we ate it raw we would be strengthened 
by vitamins Bl and B2, as well as A, 
while C would be supplied in greater 
measuro than when the tuber is boiled. | 
The soya bean, which does not figure in 
the popular menus, has more than twice as 
many calories to the pound as the majority 
of other vegetables, and spinach is the 
great benefactor of those who need vitamin 
A in generous measure. . 

Despite all that is being written on the 
subject, we feel that very few families will 
trouble to study the values of the dishes 
that they consume. Food is available in 


such variety, and the ways of cooking it are 
so numerous, that eating is regarded as & 


pleasure rather than as a necessity, and, 
once any pleasure is submitted to analysis, 
a great deal of the fun of it is lost. The 
majority of persons will continue to order 
the pick of what is available, and, where 
the culinary side of a household is 
managed with intelligence, little harm 
will come of it. Yet the recollection of

Medical Officers of Health, compels us to 
set aside any inclination to dismiss lightly 
the subject of food values. A great deal 
of the under-nourishment of men, women 
and children in this country—as those 
with authority to speak have said—has 
been due ‘ess to poverty than to dietary 
errors and poor cooking. Mr. Erskine 
Childers, T.D., mentioned the case of a 
family that lived for some remarkable 
reason on an unvaried diet of bread and 
tinned salmon. It is the poorer sections

but it has remained for the last few 
months to ‘convert the deprivation into 1 
crisis of the first magnitude. From the 
beginning of the present war the Northern 
Ministry of Agriculture—doubtless, with 
the enthusiastic approval of his colleague. 
the Minister of Industry and Commerce-— 
foresaw that the encouragement of flax- 
growing in the six counties would bring 
benefit to the farmers, and would make 
all the difference between prosperity and 
extinction to the linen industry; and he 
exhorted the North to ‘‘ grow more flax.” 
There had been a time, as he reminded the 
farmers, when Ulster had been able to 
furnish most of her needs of flax; was 
there any valid reason, therefore, why they 
should not perform the same admirable 
service at a time when the need of self- 
sufficiency was more insistent than ever 
before ? 

It is pleasing to observe that the farmers 
of the six counties have responded with 
some spirit to their Minister's appeal. 
Speaking this week before the Ulster 
Farmers’ Union at Banbridge, Mr. Sam 
Clarke. general secretary of the Flax- 
Production Committee, declared that the 
acreage of six-county land under flax this 
year amounted to 46,500, as compared with 
last year’s acreage of 21,000—an increase 
of comfortably more than a hundred per 
cent, Nevertheless, as Mr. Clarke hinted, 
even such an increase is not sufficient, 
when one considers the substantial duties 
with which the linen industry: is con- 
fronted; and, in view of the enormous 
supplies that were imported from the 
Soviet Union before the axe of the Kremlin 
descended it is apparent that he spoke 
the truth. Flax is far from an unprofit 
able crop to the farmer, who enjoys a 
guaranteed price for it in the North, and 
we have no doubt that next year’s acreage 
will surpass this year’s even more 
generously than this year’s has surpassed 
that of 1939. Some few years ago this 
newspaper urged that the farmers of what 
was then the Irish Free State should pay 
attention to this very valuable crop, which 
would: have meant a lucrative commodity 
for export—the more lucrative because 
transport. costs would not have been heavy. 
The response has not been encouraging ; 
but surely the opportunity has arisen once 


more.

OBITUARY

SIR JOSEPH THOMSON, 0.M. 


Sir Joseph (John) Thomson, 0.M., who 
died yesterday, aged eighty-three, had been 
Cavendish Professor of Experimental 
Physics at Cambridge ftom 1884 to 1918, 
a Master of Trinity College, Cambridge, 
since the latter year. Sir Joseph had been 
honoured by many universities and learned 
societies; he was an honorary D.Sc. of Dub- 
lin University. Born near Manchester, the 
eldest son of the late J. J. Thomson, he was 
educated at Owens College and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, being second Wrangler 
and second Smith’s Prizeman in 1880, and in 
that year also elected Fellow of his College. 
To Sir Joseph Thomson's research the world 
owes much of its knowledge of the atom, as 
well as the discovery of the electron, and he 
predicted the discovery and the properties 
of radium. In 1906 he was awarded the 
"Nobel Prize for Physics, an honout which 
was to see bestowed also upon his son, Pro- 


fessor Paget Thomson, some three 
rs ago. He received the honour of Knight- 
in 1008, the Order of Merit in 1912, 


and, in 1936, .the Kelvin Medal. sá 

Sir Joseph was President of the British 
Association in 1900, and from 1916-20 he 
the Royal Society. The

ONDON, after a fairly quiet night, 


had several air-raid warnings in the 
day, and, while these held up business for 
& time, they were not allowed to interfere 
unduly with what was going on. There 
were the usual — processions to the 
shelters, but to-day some employés took 
their work with them, and I saw one gir! 
transcribing letters while another took 
notes of their contents. Every other 
woman was knitting or engaged on needle- 
work. In the streets it was worth notinz 
that the carmen took their horses out of 
the. shafts, and, where it was possible, led 
them away to shelter. In many cases 
traffic continued and passengers were not 
asked to alight. It is surprising how very 
‘calm the people remain in these 
adventures. 


The Warning System 


_ The whole question of the air-raid warn. 
ing system in Britain is being considered 
by the Government, and two suggestions 
in particular are under discussion. The 
first is a decentralising of the warnin« 
system, so that information is passed from 
the headquarters Royal Air Force to the 
local authorities, who are to have respon- 
sibility for the sounding of the sirens, and 
the second proposal is that full responsi- 
bility should remain with the head- 
quarters, but that there should be two 
warnings, the first for civilians to take 
cover, and the second for factories an] 
workshops to cease operations.

The Theatres 


The recent conditions have brought 
about a change in the West End theatres 
and cinemas, and a number of the theatres 
are having extra matinees instead of even- 
ing performances, while in cases where the 
evening is selected the curtain will fall at 
a much earlier hour. To-day it is 
announced that several plays will begin at 
7.30, so that the house may be cleared 
before "10 o'clock, On Monday the 
promenade concerts at the Queen's Hall 
are to begin at 6.30 instead of 8.0. 


Insurance Scheme 


A new air raid insurance scheme has 
been initiated by a group of Lloyd's 
brokers, who have broucht out what is 
known as the ' thousand to one” plan, 
as it offers insurance of one thousand 
shillings for one shilling a month. The 
premium of one shilling covers payment 
of £50 for death by air raid and certain 
injuries, while £25 will be paid for the 
loss of one eve or one limb. = It is acivilian 
scheme, and not to apply to sailors, soldiers 
or airmen. Some of the large emplovers 
of labour are supporting the plan, which 
eperates from Monday next, by making 
arrangements whereby employes may he 
able to purchase monthly coupons at one 
shilling each. 


Extra Rest for Staffs 


A number of the London stores, shops 
and business houses are making plans to 
give staffs extra rest when there has been 
a disturbance during the night. It may 
be arranged that work will not commence 
until 10.30, instead of 9 o'clock, and where 
i¢ would be inconvenient to let the whole 
staff have the extra time, it may be 
planned that turns will be provided or 
another half-holiday a week granted. A 
great many employes are A.R.I’. workers, 
and for these it is appreciated that more 
rest is essential. The public will be little 
affected, as there is comparatively little 
activity in the early hours. In addition, 
the public are prepared to give any help 
in its power. 


Wheat Surplus 


A new record for wheat surplus for the 
season August Ist to July dlst appears to 
have been established for the Qurrent year, 
and it is estimated that this surplus will 
be 1444 million quarters. The previous 
largest surplus was 141 million quarters 
in the depression year 1950-51, and in 1959, 
when there was the cheapest wheat lof 
centuries, the surplus was 131 mullion 
quarters. This huge amount does nof 
include 28 million quarters for minimum 
reserves in the U.S.A. nor five million 

uarters for the same purpose in Canada. 

ut of this record surplus how much will 
be consumed this year and how much ‘elt 
over to be carried forward is the question. 
Taking all factors into consideration, 1% 
is probable that absorption will be no 
more than 55 million quarters, which will 
mean a surplus to be carried forward into 
next year of virtually 90 million quarters.

RESTORATION AFTER 
RECENT FIRE 


Since the fire which broke out in the choir 
of St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, doing 
considerable damage on the morning of last 
Good Friday, the work of restoration has 
been proceeding. The scaffolding, which 
reached to the roof of the choir, has now 
been removed. The stone vault of the cross- 
ing and the sanctuary has been cleaned. The 
stonework of the canopy above the Dean's 
stall, which was entirely destroyed, has been 
rebuilt and carved exactly as before. The 
very large quantity of choir music which was 
burned has been, as far as possible, renewed. 
The work of restoring the organ, which many 
experts consider to be ‘‘Father Willis's 
masterpiece, is in hands, as is also the 
carving of the oak stalls of the canons and 
choir. 

The work of replacing those banners which 
were damaged er destroyed is under the 
supervision of Mr. Sadleir, of the Ulster 
Office of Arms, Dublin Castle. All this work 
has been covered by insurance, but the 
Cathedral Board is installing an entirely new 
system of electric lighting, the old wiring, in 
use for forty years, now being worn out and 
condemned. 

The Sunday Services have not been inter- 
rupted, and, although most of the work 
remains to be done, the week-day Services 
will be resumed on Monday next, Sep- 
tember 2.

OFFICIAL STATEMENT 


The following statement was issued by the 
Government Information Bureau last night : 

“ The Minister for Finance announces that 
he has made Regulations entitled ‘Land 
Bond (Drawing) Regulations, 1940,’ which 
replace the Land Bond (Drawing) Regula- 
tions, 1934, and prescribe the arrangements 
for the annual drawing for redemption of 
44 per cent. Land Bonds (British Govern- 
ment Guaranteed Series). 

‘For the purpose of facilitating the 
annual drawing. the Regulations provide, 
pursuant to Section 9 of the Land Act, 1939, 
that Bonds of the denominations of £10 and 
£1 shall be drawn by pom instead of 
singly as heretofore. onds of the de- 
nomination of £10 and of £1 will be grouped 
into drawing units of not more than £100 
nominal, po. such group cousisting of out- 
standing Bonds bearing numbers falling 
within a sequence of ten consecutive num- 
bers, or of one hundred consecutive numbers, 
as the case may be. 

“The Minister for Finance also announces 
that for the purpose of the application of 
the Sinking Fund moneys of the Land Bond 
Fund a draw of Registered 44 per cent. 
Land Bonds (to which the new Regulations 
will apply) will be held at the National 
City oY Limited, Dublin, on the 15th 
October, 1940, and subsequent days, if neces- 
sary. 

° The amount of Sinking Fund moneys 
available for the purposes of the forthcoming 
draw is £113,683. 

‘Particulars of the Bonds and Groups 
of Bonds drawn will be published in fria 
Oifigiuil as soon as possible after the draw, 
and in any case not later than November 1, 
1940, and these Bonds will be paid off at 
par, together with all interest accrued due, 
on and after January 1, 1941.

AIRCRAFT 


The Duke of Kent, who is serving As & 
Group Captain in the Royal Air Force, has 
visited a Royal Air Force station and 
examined two typés of American aircraít 
which are now being delivered in quantit 
to the Royal Air Force, states the Briti 
Air Ministry News Service. 

The types are the Brewster single-sea- 
fighter and the Douglas light bomber. They 
will be known as the Buffalo and Boston. 
The Buffalo was originally developed for use 
by the U.S. Navy as a deck-landing fighter, 
but will be employed by the R.A.F. as a 
land fighter. 

The aircraft is a mid-wing monoplane, with 
a very short and deep fuselage. An under 
carriage of unusual design, which retracts 
partly into the wing and partly into the 
fuselage, is a feature of the design. Gener- 
ally, the aircraft is of orthodox stessed skin 
construction, with the exception of the 
movable control surfaces, for which fabric 
covering is employed, 

Power is provided by a Wright “ Cyclone” 
nine-cylinder, radial, air-cooled engine, which 
drives a variable pitch airscrew. In sise 
the Buffalo is similar to the Spitfire. 

The Boston is a twin-engined light bomber 
of unorthodox design. It is of the mono- 
plane type, with sharply tapered wings and 
a fairly deep, narrow fuselage. 

The under-carriage is of the tricycle type, 
with the two rear wheels retracting into the 
rear of the engine nacelles. The nose wheel 
retracts rearward upwards into the fuselage, 
and when raised is covered by _ hinged 
panels, Two Wright ‘Cyclone’ nine- 
eylinder radial air-cooled motors are fitted.

FIGHTING FOREST FIRES 


Aircraft play an important part in sate- 
guarding Canada’s vast forests from the ever- 
threatening ravages of fire, according to the 
Dominion Forest Service, Department of 
Mines and Resources, Ottawa. In remote 
forest areas which are not covered by per- 
manent iookout detection systems, the aero- 
plane provides a rapid means of spotting, 
reporting and reaching forest fires. Ontario 
and Manitoba maintain their own air forces 
for this work. Saskatchewan also uses aero- 
planes for this purpose, but secure them as 
required from commercial air services under 
contract. On occasion other forest protective 
services in the Dominion also make use of 
aircraft on this basis. 

In forest. protection work the aeroplane 
serves a triple r6le—spotting and reporting fires, 
transporting men and equipment rapidly to 
otherwise not readily accessible fires, and 
directing and co-ordinating the efforts of fire- 
fighters on extensive fires. When used for 
patrol purposes the aircraft are maintained 
at, a convenient base. In most cases, flying 
boats or pontoon-equipped machines which 
can land on the many laks in 
the north country. are used. When the 
forest protection officer concludes from the 
knowledge of weather conditions in the region 
that the fire hazard is high, he issues instruc- 
tions for air patrols. The aircraft fly over 
the area, following definite laid out courses, 
so that all points come under the eyes of the 
observers. When a fire is spotted, the 
observer of a radio-equipped ‘plane at once 
notifies headquarters of its location, but if 
radio is. not available the fire is not usually 
reported until the "plane returns to its base. 

As soon as 4a fire is reported by the air 
patrol, the protection officer arranges for the 
despatch of men and equipment to the scene, 
If this is known to be at a rather inaccessible 
point, which would entail much delay to 
reach by ordinary means of transportation, 
the fire-fighters are loaded on a transport 
‘plane and flown to a suitable landing spot 
as near the fire as possible. The fire-fighters 
then reach the burning area with the 
minimum of delay. 

In the United States experiments are being 
conducted in dropping men, equipment, and 
supplies from airplanes by parachute in the 
vicinity of the more inaccessible fires. These 
experiments are being watched with interest 
by the Canadian forest ‘authorities.
